The wife of the ex-premier was ac­ 
cused of i he murder of Gaston Gal 
mette, editor of the Figaro. 
Calmette had printed letters from 
>1. Caillaux to his present wife, writ­ 
ten when he still was the husband 
cf another woman. 
Calmette was shot March 10 and 
Mine. Caillaux has 
beep 
in prison 
since. 
Cheers and hisses greeted the ver 
dict. 
In his closing speech against the 
defendant in the trial that has stir 
red all France 
for 
eight 
days 
M 
Tierbaux, 
the 
public 
prosecutor, 
dropped the charge of premeditation 
and admitted there were extenuating 
circumstances in the defendant’s fa 
ver. 
This made it. 
practically certain 
that Mme. Caillaux would he acquit­ 
ted, or, at worst, receive a nominal 
sentence 
that 
would 
assure 
her 
quick release. 
With a 
charge 
of premeditated 
murder against her when 
the cast 
w ent to the jury, it would have been 
possible for the jury 
to 
sentence 
her to be beheaded. 
When the verdict was announced 
Mme. 
Caillaux 
staggered and then 
threw' her arms about the neck of her 
counsel, Ferdinand Labori. 
Her hah 
was undone, falling over her shoul 
ders and her hat dropped 
to 
the 
floor. 
The spectators stood up oi 
desks and chairs. 
“Caillaux, Labori,” and 
cries

“Caillaux Assassin” merged into one

was deafening.
